Queen Mary 


LL motorists will join us in this individual expression of sorrow at the death 

of Her Majesty Queen Mary, not because Her Majesty was 2 motorist im 

the sense in which that term is customarily used in this journal, but because 

she was so much a part of the era during which the car grew up to its present state 

of development. Her Majesty was, in any case, a confirmed car user, and there 

must be many readers who have slowed in deference to the Royal Daimler, travelling 

unofficially and with only a small escort, in which the well-loved figure could be 
discerned. 

From being a great adventure, motoring has become a conventional form of trans 
port, and it was during the lifetime of Queen Mary that the implied evolution of the 
car occurred. As a result, her death makes the heroic age of motoring recede still 
faster into history, andéfor those who can remember even a little of it there is sadness 
in the mcreasing dimness of the picture. 


An Excellent Rally 


HE policy adopted by the Royal Automobile Club for the third international 

rally of Great Britain paid a handsome dividend, and it must have been 

gratifying for the club to have heard so many appreciative comments after the 
criticisms of previous years. More or less admitting that normal road sections cannot 
nowadays be planned to penalize cars without introducing danger, the organizers 
concentrated on devising nine special tests in various parts of the country, and two 
final ones at Hastings for the top one hundred competitors. As a result, the 
* seeding ” process began quite early on, and in the end, with about fifty retirements 
and over sixty drivers penalized on the road section proper in spite of its ease, the 
order was clear-cut. 

As Lord Howe, chairman of the R.A.C. Competitions Committee, remarked in his 
tribute to the drivers at the final reception at Hastings, it is no accident that puts 
Mr. Ian Appleyard in the winning position once again. When a first-class car is 
handled by a driver of this calibre only misfortune can prevent a win; misfortune, 
moreover, in the true sense of the word, fer it is not by luck that the well-known 
white Jaguar comes through quite gruelling tests without breakage. The point is 
that these tests were such that the shortest time could be recorded by drivers who 
did no more than any driver must often do in the course of his motoring career, but 
who did it that much better. Nothing in the necessity for doing so demands that, 
for instance, reverse gear shall be thrust in before the car has ceased going forward, 
or that the clutch shall be let in with such violence as to strip a transmission unless 
the torque is sufficiently dissipated by wheelspin. To the uninitiated spectator, 
Appleyard often appears to be a merely competent performer in special tests, and it 
is the expert driver-spectator who recognizes the master behind the unspectacular 
movements of the XK120 and the extraordinary rapidity with which it completes a 
test. A rally must test both car and driver, and the R.A.C. event patently did that; 
XK120s occupied the first three places of Class 6, showing their superiority as 
machines; Appleyard as a driver had an edge on J. Lilley and D. C. T. Bennett, his 
nearest challengers. Mr. Lilley was handling J. C. Broadhead’s car. 

The rise of Sunbeam-Talbot to a leading sporting position in recent years has 
been spectacular, and it was no surprise to find this car first in the touring category. 
Whether or not pure racing improves the breed will continue to be the subject of 
motoring argument, but there seems not much doubt that rallies have gives this 

roduct of the Rootes Group a remarkable stamina. The future of the mate iooks 
Fil of promise, especially in view of the terrific speeds reached by a Sunbeam Alpine 
recently. It was good to see that the driver on that occasion, Miss Sheila Van Damm,

Two New Test Meters 


( NE of the best-known instruments 

used in connection with performance 
testing is the Tapley meter, and to extend 
the utility of these instruments two new 
models have now been introduced, 
the R and M types. The operating 
principle of both instruments is similar 
to that of the normal type as regards the 
operating pendulum and damping unit, 
but on the R type a ratchet is incorpor- 
ated to hold the scale at the maximum 
reading obtained during a test run. This 
enables more accurate results to be ob- 
tained, as the instrument reading can be 
recorded when the vehicle is stationary;

Bothersome Bill 


AD news with regard to the possible future of road 

racing in New York State; or, to put it more optimistic- 
ally, news of sad import which may not materialize. It 
seems that one Senator Walter J. Mahoney, of Buffalo, has 
introduced a Bill before the New York Legislature to bar 
all road racing from public highways in this State. Should 
the Bill go through—and there are grounds for hope that 1t 
will not—this would mean the end of three important annual 
road races, two of which marked the rebirth of amateur 
sport in the United States after a generation of oblivion. 
These are the Watkin’s Glen Grand Prix (first held in 1948) 
and the Bridgehampton road races (reinstituted in 1949 after 
a classical spell early in the century). To these taust be 
added the Grand Island (Buffalo) event, which made its 
début last year and was the scene of a most spectacular and 
unfortunate crash, although luckily without fatality to either 
driver or spectators. 


Composite 


S a rule, the over-generous latitude implied when the 
“average” of anything is quoted tends to mislead the 
student of fact; but this composite picture of Mr. Average 
Motorist in the United States, issued by the American 
Finance Conference, gives an entertaining and harmless 
enough picture. Today’s “average” automobile user is a 
man just over 40 years old with an income calculated at 
$4,371 a year. 

He’s in the “ sales and insurance ” occupational group and 
68.9 of his car trips are for business. Second most :mpor- 
tant use of his car is for shopping. He rides in a seven-year- 
old car bought on the instalment plan, and he takes 2.57 
rides on an average winter day, with an average of 8.05 miles 
per trip. His car makes 3.9 trips a day with a daily total 
mileage of 32 miles and carries 1.8 tons a trip. (If this 
excludes the weight of the car, what is he toting around— 
an outboard motor?) Finally, on Sunday mornings “ Mr. 
Average” shines up his car, loads in the family after lunch 
and spends the afternoon fuming at other average motorists 
who, he insists, hog the road.

So now you know. The true carnage usually takes place 
on national holidays, of which there are about a dozen a 
year. At such times, from 100 to 300 people lose their lives 
in stupid road accidents, many of which arise when they 
are goaded into insensate fury by some slowpoke blocking 
the road ahead of them at a dashing 30 m.p.h., and they try 
to overtake in the path of oncoming traffic. 

And while we’re touring the statistical department, the 
latest ratio of international population per motor vehicle 
reads like this: In the U.S.A. there are 3.1 persons per 
car; in the United Kingdom, 14; in Germany, 45; in the 
U.S.S.R., 75; and in China, 8,745 people share each car 

As to the “average automobile,” today’s vehicle has to 
pursue an ever-longer road before it finally reaches the 
scrap-heap, and its longevity has about doubled in the last 
25 years. Some 14 years old when it reaches its final rest- 
ing place it has, by then, covered around 120,500 miles, 
compared with the 6}-year-old “junker” of 1927, which 
covered approximately 75,750 miles. During 1951 there 
were more cars in the 10 years and older category than in 
1950, and three times as many as in 1941.

Volkswagen was to sell at an artificially low price 

by virtue of Government sponsorship, a guaranteed 
market, and a system of easy payments by weekly deduc- 
tions from workers’ earnings. That never happened, and 
when production began after the war it was sold through 
normal market channels at what seems to be an economic 
price. Because of the decline in living standards produced 
by the war, it can no longer be considered a true people’s 
car, in Germany, or in Britain either, for that matter, but 
it has proved remarkably successful on German and over- 
seas markets. 

The car has been progressively refined, by the introduc- 
tion of bigger tyres, softer suspension, bigger dampers and 
thermostatic cooling control, and the so-called export ver- 
sion, also sold on the German home market, now has bright 
exterior metalwork, ventilating panels in the doors, hydraulic 
brakes and a synchromesh gear box. The original austere 
conception is still maintained for those who want trans- 
port without frills, the standard model with an ordinary 
gear box, mechanical brakes, simplified equipment and no 
exterior plating, being offered at a price D.M.1,000 (£85) 
below that of the export model, which was recently made 
available for test in Germany through the co-operation of 
the manufacturers. 

The Volkswagen is unorthodox, with a flat four air- 
cooled engine at the rear, independent suspension of all 
four wheels, and a light backbone chassis, but a closer look 
at the specification reveals the real reasons for the car’s 
unique character and appeal. The engine is of ample 
size, and lightly stressed. Extensive use of magnesium 
and aluminium alloys for power unit and transmission 
casings has helped to keep the weight of the complete car 
down to under 1,570 Ib without fuel. The engine is “over 
square,” with a short stroke, and the transmission has four

speeds with a geared-up top, which makes it virtually im- 


possible to over-stress the engine. The car can be cruised 
continuously on full throttle at approximately 62 m.p.h., 
for at this speed the engine is turning over at a mere 3,000 
r.p.m. and the mean piston speed is only 1,263ft per minute 
An additional attraction is the air cooling, which reduces 
cooling problems equally in the tropics and in semi-Arcti 
regions, for “air does not boil and does not freeze.” 

A relatively low compression ratio allows the engine to 
operate on normal grade fuel without pinking, and a fuel 
consumption of over 37 m.p.g. was recorded on one run, 
nearly half of which consisted of full speed cruising on 
the Autobahnen and the rest normal motoring in towns 
and on country roads. Top gear gives satisfactory accelera- 
tion and allows the car to take most main road hills without 
difficulty, but as the overall ratio is 3.5 to 1 it is not pos- 
sible to pull away smoothly in top from speeds below 
20 m.p.h. Third gear can be employed continuously in 
town or on winding mountain roads, but second gear is 
desirable for pulling away from sharp corners or momentary 
checks in traffic. 

It is easy for any driver to obtain the best performance 
from the car, through the gear box, which must be just 
about the sweetest on any inexpensive car now made, The 
short, rigid lever works with the utmost precision, and 
synchromesh of exceptional efficiency operates on second, 
third and top gears. The synchromesh cannot be beaten, 
either on slow changes or on snap full-throtile changes; 
the gears always engage silently and ecasily. With the 
normal “crash ”-type gear box, still retained on the standard 
car, it is possible for a reasonably skilled driver to change 
gear without using the clutch, and this can also be done 
with the new synchromesh box. Although not to be

in acuon, with light pedal pressure, and it easily handled 
full-throttle gear changes during the acceleration tests. 

Climbing in mountains is good, and traction on slippery 
surfaces is excellent, owing to independent rear suspension 
and a concentration of 58 per cent of the weight on the rear 
wheels. Handling is really very good, and the fact that 
the engine is at the rear is not noticed in the course of every- 
day motoring. In an emergency, quite sharp swerves can 
he made without one’s being unduly conscious of the weight 
at the rear. There is a certain tendency to oversteer, which 
manifests itself particularly when taking a sharp corner 
quickly, and it is sometimes necessary to unwind the steering 
wheel to hold the car on the required line, but on normal 
main road corners the behaviour is similar to that of a good 
conventional car, with the added advantage that the Volks- 
wagen hardly rolls at all. Steering is light and direct, and 
only on the roughest surfaces is a tremor transmitted to the 
steering wheel. A small turning circle facilitates parking. 

Suspension is exceptionally good for a small car. The ride 
is steady and level and the occupants remain unperturbed 
at full speed over really rough roads. The new softer torsion 
bars and the modified damper locations have considerably 
improved comfort without sacrifice of controllability. 

The hydraulic brakes have good power for emergencies 
and stood up to hard use without fading. Maximum power 
is available with a moderate pressure on the pedal and the 
full independent suspension helps to ensure safe, quick stops 
on rough surfaces, while quite a light pressure is sufficient 
in normal use. It would appear, however, that care is 
necessary when braking on downhill corners when the sur- 
face is slippery, conditions where the weight of the rear 
engine can help to provoke a tail slide. 

The driving position is good. The sloping bonnet gives 
exceptionally free forward vision, with a view of the road 
close up to the front of the car, only a little of the bonnet 
and one wing being seen. The thickening of the screen 
pillars towards the top is occasionally noticed in restricting 
the view of signposts or traffic lights. Rear vision has been 
considerably improved by elimination of the thick central 
strip in the rear window and the driving mirror gives an 
adequate view. The roller on the throttle pedal gives 
sensitive control and the placing of the medals permits simul- 
taneous use of brake and throttle. The only instrument 
is a speedometer, easily seen through the top of the two-

spoke steering wheel; it carries a total distance recorder and 
includes warning lights for direction indicators, head-lamp 
main beam, low oil pressure and lack of charge from the 
dynamo. This last also gives warning in the event of failure 
of the cooling system, as the dynamo belt drives the fan. 
Semaphore direction indicators are controlled by a steering 
column switch, but are not self-cancelling. A three-position 
switch controls the instrument lighting and roof lamp. 

Facia equipment includes a radio speaker grille, ashtray 
and glove box with a lid, while the driver has a pleasant 
transparent green plastic sun vizor. The pull-up central 
hand brake lever is convenient and effective. No fuel gauge 
is provided, but an accessible tap controls the 1.1-gallon 
reserve supply. The front bonnet has to be raised to reach 
the fuel filler, which is large and will take the full flow from 
an electric pump or a can. Twin electric wipers sweep 
good, big overlapping arcs; they are self-parking. The head 
lamps are very satisfactory and the horn is adequate. 


Good Detail Finish 


Interior finish is neat, with metal ateas painted in the 
body colcur and cloth upholstery in harmonizing shades. 
Everything fits nicely and there is none of those obvious 
concessions to low production costs which are a depressing 
feature of some low-priced cars. There are, for example, 
no exposed screw heads hastily dabbed with paint; the only 
screws visible in the whole inteiior are the three plated 
ones which secure the combined vizor and driving mirror 
assembly. Access to the front seats is easy and there is 
good head, leg and elbow room. The rear seats are 
not specially easy to reach, but entry is facilitated by tipping 
forward the front seat back rests. Headroom in the rear is 
reasonable and leg room is acceptable but does not permit 
much change of position on long journeys. Rear seat width 
is adequate for two adults or three children. 

A simple heating system takes hot air from the engine 
cylinder heads and feeds it through the body sills, distri- 
buting it round the passenger’s feet and through demister 
ducts to the windscreen. It is surprisingly effective even in 
freezing weather and gives a pleasant degree of warmth 
soon after a cold start. The glass ventilating panels on the 
doors have two good points; the latches have press-button 
anti-theft locks and at the corner of each pane there is a 


Full enclosure of the engine compartment keeps important 
items clean. Distributor, dynamc, fan, oil cooler, plugs, 
fuel pump, oil filler and dipstick are all easy to reach. The 
starter is mounted farther forward, alongside the gear box, 
and the valve gear is reached from underneath the car. 
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small gutter to prevent rain being tipped into one’s lap 
when it is opened. 

Space for a big suitcase exists under the front bonnet, 
and there is room for several more cases behind the rear 
seats. This latter space is not particularly easy to reach, 
however, and if the front seats only are occupied the luggage 
is liable to tumble into the passenger compartment when 
the brakes are applied. A simple catch seems to be needed 
to hold the rear seat back rest in place. 

The ine started quickly after standing in the open on 
cold nights when the bodywork became encrusted with frost, 
and it warmed up rapidly. When revving the engine with 
the car stationary, a noise is apparent and this is 
heard especially outside the car, but when the car moves 
away the noise drops to a normal level, and the sound- 
proofing recently applied to the engine compartment helps 
considerably. is little mechanical noise at speeds up

is also heard when accelerating hard in the gears, especially 
in the rear seats. Howcver, the outstanding impression is 
the lack of fuss, and there is never any feeling that the 
engine is working particularly hard. Road noise transmitted 
to the bodywork on rough surfaces is well below average, 
and the overall noise level now compares favourably with 
that experienced on some conventional low-priced cars. A 
dozen points require attention with the grease gun at 
intervals of 1,500 miles; others at rarer intervals. 

The Volkswagen is a roadworthy, robust small car, 
bred on the Autobahnen and in the Alps. It gives a good 
performance without effort. It is nicely finished, easy to 
maintain and backed by elaborate service facilities at fixed 
prices.

OF CARS AND WOMEN 


HEN I see the statue of Boadicea on the Victoria 
Embankment, I am tempted to regret the internal 
combustion engine and all the comforts that go 

with it—soft suspension, wi windows and hinged 
doors, to say nothing of the heater. With her robe streaming 
behind her, she stands holding a weapon on a two-whecled 
truck (similar to those that carry luggage about British 
railway stations), which is drawn through the Thames mist 
on London mornings by two impatient horses. How banal 
is the shopping trip in the saloon compared with this 
woman’s proud (and probably uncomfortable) journey! 

As we turn the corner, however, there is the comforting 
suspicion that maybe even Boadicea, Queen of the Iceni, 
would desert her truck if she could, and ride into battle 
with all the mod cons of a family car. The Trafficator 
avoids the exposure of even one finger to the elements, the 
radio (if the B.B.C. is willing) pours forth sweet music, and 
there is no further need for shame at our present liking for 
comfort: we are not inferior to our first century sister, 
merely more fortunate. 


Masculine Character 


The fact that men have invented and developed it, that 
even modifications for women drivers are still ordained by 
men, suggests that the automobile will always have a mascu- 
line character. There are few women who do not honestly 
feel that the man’s place is in the driving seat. Therefore, 
when a woman inspects a car, although she may be a com- 
petent driver herself, she sees it as much through the eyes 
of a passenger as a driver. A man gets at once behind the 
steering wheel and often remains there, considering the car 
as a machine to drive but not necessarily to be driven about 
in; in contrast, she may be forgiven if her attention strays to 
the inessential—if she regards it sometimes as a piece of 
furniture. 

The woman driver has, however, influenced the 
drivability of the family car, despite this man-management. 
A few purists declaim this as a degenerating influence, for 
it allows the driver to do less and tames the car into doing 
more, making it almost docile. 

Women seek a lightness of action in all controls. A stiff 
clutch pedal aches the ankle; the hand brake that needs a 
hearty pull wastes a fraction of energy that may be urgently 
needed on a long drive. Although a rather stiff action is 
present in the controls of many sports cars, presumably 
because it is wanted, in the everyday saloon the weaker sex 
is pampered. The organ-type throttle pedal, which accom- 
modates a high or low heel, comforts the foot in the Austin 
models and Hillman Minx, in the moderate price group; 
especially easy on the foot are the clutch pedals in the 
Morris Minor and Hillman Minx and the spoon-type pedals 
in the Zephyr and Consul. Certainly, the right-hand pistol- 
grip hand brake control is more gentle to deal with than the 
conservative lever, and in one luxury model the pistol-grip 
is at knee level on a lengthened arm, to give great case 
control. 

In the controversy over steering column and more nearly 
direct control gear changes the former has often been con- 
demned for its sponginess; but for the woman motorist the 


more controls that are within touching distance of the steer- 
ing wheel the better. This cultivates an assurance, a sense 
of compactness and ease of control. The steering column 
control gear change in the Consul and Zephyr is sufficiently 
light to please the feminine hand and has at the same time a 
precise 

This feeling of safeness—that everything is for the best 
in the best of all possible cars—is essential to women, and 
especially to those who drive at night. Although I hesitate 
to underestimate my own sex, they are usually less able to 
cope with the difficulties of driving in the dark than are men. 
Such things as the Trafficator switch, for rt that now 
almost always inhabits the central region of the steering 
wheel, help by being nicely placed, and also the horn ring, 
as on the Ford models and Standard Vanguard. 

Preferable to the facia dipper switch, that must be fiddled 
with by one precious hand—probably urgently needed at 
that moment on the steering wheel—is the foot dipper 
fitted now in most low- and medium-priced cars. One does, 
of course, expect to be indulged in the more expensive 
models, as by the head lamp switch on the steering column 
in the Rover—so that the lamps can be dipped by extending 
a finger from the wheel; this is an ideal arrangement. 

Despite its tendency to offer the driver less support on 
long journeys, the bench-type front seat is a comparatively 
painless way of enlarging the car’s interior. For those 
passengers who do not want to have their travelling position 
governed always by that of the driver, the “bench” (as in 
the Austin A.40) is separated into two halves that may be 
aligned if required for three in front. or adjusted inde- 
pendently. This is comfortable if the passenger wants a 
resting position, or when the child in the family stands in 
front of his mother to view the hastening world at close 
range. In any case, arm rests—for those who like them— 
are now frequently fitted for bench seat passengers. 
central rests that pull down in the Singer SM1500 and the 
Austin A70 Hereford, front and rear, are especially wide 
and comfortable; for a closely packed ride, the side arm 
rests in the Jowett Javelin fold into the door panels and 
temporarily disappear. With five inches range the bench 
seat in the Consul and Zephyr is very easily adjusted 
by pulling a lever. Incidentally, for a quick change 
from closed to open, the Zephyr convertible excels, for at 
the press of a button the folding roof slides back into its 
nest behind the rear seat. 


Oddly Placed Ashtrays 


We take ashtrays now for granted. Indeed, one imagines 
that in an age when surrealism will be remembered as some- 
thing quaintly antique, the habit that has clutched the 
twentieth century will be judged by the number of ashtrays 
that pull out in odd places in our present cars. The white 
plastic ones fitted in the Zephyr deserve mention, for they 
are fresher and neater-looking than the chromium variety. 
and are placed well out of the draught area. Happily, the 
ashtray that nestles into the floor and invites a singed carpet 
has almost disappeared. 

While we are glancing momentarily downward, the flat 
carpet-covered floor with no humps or wells in it—as in the

Austin, Singer, Rover and Humber—can be noted not to 
collect the dust so readily and may be given a straight sweep 
through with a brush more quickly than floors that are 
welled. The flat floor, also, helps entry and exit and is more 
comfortable for rear seat passengers when three are carried. 

The problem of getting out of a car is often lessened by 
the doors hinging from the front; the wide rear doors, built 
over the wheel arch on the Austin A.40, are especially easy 
to manage, and prevent clothes from sweeping against the 
possibly mud-spattered coachwork when a passenger gets 
into the rear seat. 


Lock-phobia 


Sooner or later, most women with small children are 
afflicted with lock-phobia, It is one of those occupational 
complaints that go with driving small things around who 
have a curiosity for anything that pushes and pulls, coupled 
with a remarkable lack of foresight at the result The anti- 
naughty-child lock fitted in Rover and Austin models is a 
safe way of combating this complaint. The door handle, 
locked once by a twist, protrudes from an uninteresting- 
looking circular disc with two small projections on it. This 
may be turned to give a safe double lock. The Vauxhall 
Velox also has a good lock, with extreme economy in design; 
beneath the metal door slam a press button releases the 
door, and a small sliding catch locks both door and window. 

While considering the “frills,” it is worth noticing the 
other incidentals that furnish the interior. There are the 
vizor that pivots from the side and prevents glare from 
attacking the driver through the side windows as well as 
the windscreen, in Ford models, Hillman Minx and Stan- 
dard Vanguard; the sturdy door slams in many models 
(Austin, Standard, Morris, Ford) combine economically with 
arm rests when the doors are shut; and the draught- 
defeating window, with a triangular vent that may be opened 
independently of the main window, is fitted in even so small 
and economical a car as the Austin Seven. 

It is useful to have at least one cubby that can be closed— 
and possibly locked. Books and gloves and scarves often fall 
out of an open, shallow cubby when the car is moving, or 
they may be removed by a child passenger. I regard, how- 
ever the cubby that is closed a viciously snapping metal 
lid with apprehension. The tris Minor, in addition to 
the wide shelf that runs beneath the facia, has a smaller 
cubby in front of the passenger. This is closed by a door 
that opens downward far enough to make access really 
easy. The closing cubbies in the Austins are secured by a 
small handle, and welcoming a friendly accumulation of 
&8dds and ends are the door pockets in the Jowett Javelin, 
Humber and Standard Vanguard. 

The shopping woman motorist has probably made the 
parcel tray behind the rear passengers’ seat popular again; 


those in the Morris Oxford, Javelin and Singer are dipped 
to prevent the blockage of the rear-view window. The wide 
expanse at the back of the bench-type front seat is seldom 
used for anything but an ashtray, when it might house a 
wide pocket for maps. 
For tastefulness and extreme simplicity the facia in a 
iliman Minx estate car I saw recently was beautifully 
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arranged with white plastic fittings. In the generous space 
behind the driver there are no doors to bother about, so 
the children can be packed in and driven about with a 
peaceful mind. 

The Stevenson jacking system, standard equipment in 
the Austin models, must encourage the weakest of the fair 
sex to change a wheel. On a really wet and windy day, 
you could raise the car on this jack while still py be 
the driving seat; the jack fits into a vent under the 
covering, and the handle is then secured to the top of the 
jack to raise the car. In the Vauxhall Velox the valve open- 
ing for the spare tyre—which is one of those that are con- 
veniently released from beneath the luggage compartment 
by press button—protrudes through the floor of the locker 
to remind us to have all five wheels checked, and not leave 
the fifth for a rainy and “ punctured” day. 

There is always an argument between the cye that wants 
to see the rear coachwork as shapely as a dove’s tail and 
the mind that has experienced the difficulty of fitting a 
square case into a rounded luggage locker. Soft hold-alls 
are a solution, but these tend to crush clothes. One wonders, 
in fact, whether it would be worth while having cases fitted 
(as extras, of course) specially shaped to follow the line of 
the locker lid. These would be very useful for Continental 
travel or a touring holiday in England. Presumably, they 
would be used only as part of the car’s travelling equipment 
and would not suffer rough wear, so they could made 
of light fibre material. 


Locker Logic 


The straight, businsslike lines of the Consul and Zephyr 
allow for a built-out rear which houses a large trunk-shaped 
space for cases, and the lids of the Ford Anglia and Austin 
A.40 lockers are hinged from beneath to form a shelf for 
extra cases, if required; slots for holding — are i 
in the Austin, while the Ford has fixed but adjustable straps. 
Beside the locker, the petrol orifice has received much atten- 
tion. Often it is concealed with a flap to follow the shape 
and colour of the coachwork, as in the Standard Vanguard 
and Austin Hereford, which has also a spring-loaded thief- 
proof lock. When the conservative cap is used, it is a good 
thing to chain it to the petrol filler. Accessibility of the 
engine and gear box is something that does not worry the 
average woman very greatly; but the wide alligator bonnet 
of the Consul and Zephyr induces confidence. The driving 
position in the Morris Minor’s bucket seat gives excellent 
all-round visibility. 

The average woman motorist is often less influenced by 
the new and fashionable shape of a car than is a man. The 
range of feminine colour schemes that manufacturers have 
brought out to attract her attention, one suspects sometimes 
may be an excuse for a masculine flight of fancy. Many 
women still prefer a very dark finish, and an interior that 
“will go with everything.” The incidental fittings inside 
the car are important to her; and, when so much of her time 
is spent as a passenger, the suspension, which should be 
soft but not “lolloping.” She knows that the ride within 
the wheelbase is firm and smooth, but she is often only 
negatively interested in what makes the wheels go round.

each application this engine has com- 
pletely filled the bill. ere are, how- 
ever, some motorists who require a car 
that can be used open, but who aiso 
desire better weather protection when 
necessary than that offered by the open 
two-seater. They are catered for by the 
latest addition to the range, known as 
the XK120 Convertible. 

Available initially only for the Ameri- 


can market, this model combines in 
driver amenities the best features of both 
the open two-seater and the fixed-head 
coupé. The car can be almost instantly 
converted from the open to the closed 
edition, and vice versa. The head is very 
well designed and easy to operate. With- 
out any previous coaching, a mem of 
The Autocar staff completely lowered the 
head and fitted the cover in 1 minute 
58 seconds—and at the first attempt, too 
—while raising it took a mere 37 seconds 
plus an extra 5 seconds to stow away 
the cover in the luggage locker. 

The chassis is identical with that of the 
fixed-head coupé except that there is a

change in the rear axle ratio. This is 
3.54 to 1 compared with 3.77 to 1 for the 
fixed-head version. With the power that 
is available it is doubtful whether this 
change in axle ratio would be noticeable 
under normal driving conditions—if such 
a phrase is applicable to an XK—but it 
should be noted that the car is somewhat 
heavier (27jcwt compared with 27cwt for 
the fixed-head model); therefore, if any 
thing, this combination will result in a 
slightly reduced acceleration. This factor 
will be of small moment to the purchase: 
of a car of this type, even if it is noticed 
at all. The change in axle ratio is brought 
about by the use of a Salisbury unit in 
place the E.N.V. axle used on other 
models. There are advantages with both 
types; with the Salisbury unit wire wheels 
can be fitted without changing the haif- 
shafts, and in the E.N.V. axle the ratio 
can be changed without having to remove 
the complete axle. 


Supporting the Hood 


The increase in weight is caused by 
stiffening the windscreen frame structure; 
this was necessary as, of course, no stiff- 
ness is provided by the roof as in the 
fixed-head coupé. The mohair head is 
very well supported and padded to pro- 
duce a smooth contour, and this also in- 
creases the weight. The interior of the 
roof is completely trimmed and all the 
hood mechanism is concealed. An interior 
light is provided just above the rear win- 
dow, which is attached to the head by 
a zip fastener so that it can be opened to 
increase the ventilation in hot weather. 
The arrangement of the side windows 
includes swivelling quarter lights, and 
main sections which drop at a slight angle 
so that the frame is parallel to, and in 
contact with, the quarter light frame to 
prevent draughts when the main windows 
are partly open. The price is expected to 
be about the same as that of the fixed- 
head coupé (£1,140), which is £10 more 
than for the open two-seater. 

This latest addition to the range will 
no doubt help the Jaguar company to 
realize their ambition to double their 
dollar earnings in the current year

RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS 


relating to the use of different types of fuel in production 

car engines were considered, the cars discussed, and the 
test methods briefly described. It is now proposed to con- 
sider in more detail the type of test that was performed and 
the way in which the various cars reacted to the different 
fuels and engine changes that were made. The cars will 
be dealt with in turn, and the complete test for each car on 
two grades of fuel will be considered as regards both per- 
formance and economy. Before this is done, however, it 
should be pointed out that to measure accurately the fuel 
consumption under al] types of operating conditions takes 
a very long time and requires very many more miles of 
motoring. The results and the conclusions drawn relate 
to the particular tests that were performed, and although 
they show the general trend they cannot be considered as 
absolutely final and conclusive. To obtain such figures 
would require much more testing. However, it is hoped that 
the data given will enable the car user to decide on the best 
grade of fuel to suit his particular requirements, and his 
pocket. 

The results obtained for the various cars can easily be 
compared, as all the tests in any one group were carried 
out at the same average speed—35 m.p.h. for main road 
tests and 30 m.p.h. for tests in hilly country. Although 
these speeds may be considered low by some people, in 
the case of the hilly route the number of hills and corners 
relative to the proportion of straight and level road neces- 
sitated a considerable amount of hard driving to keep 
up the average. On the main road section a higher average 
speed would have been possible, but on this test it was 
thought desirable to limit the speed to an average which 
could easily be obtained by the typical “ Sunday afternoon”

driver. Also the difference between the two sections (main 
road and hilly country) enables a close approximation to be 
made between the best and the worst consumption figures. 
Further, an average speed of 35 m.p.h. enables an overall 
consumption figure to be calculated using the “average 
factor” as described previously in a fuel consumption 
article (The Autocar, July 20, 1952). Another considera- 
tion is traffic density, as any serious hold-up owing to traffic 
conditions might affect the relative accuracy of the results 
and make comparative repetition difficult. In practice very 
little traffic indeed was experienced on the hilly section, 
while on the main road runs traffic delay was negligible. 


Maintaining Accuracy 


If any unusual delay or traffic hold-up was experienced, 
and it was necessary to stop the car, the engine was switched 
off and the duration of the delay measured by a stop-watch 
and recorded. This time was then subtracted from the time 
taken to cover the five-mile periods between timing checks 
so that the average would not be affected. The fuel con- 
sumption might be seriously altered by a burst of fast 
driving that would otherwise be necessary to make up for 
the lost time. Ina similar way, if the average speed dropped 
below or exceeded the standard figure it was returned 
gradually over the next two or three timing periods to avoid 
sharp differences in the average speed between any two five- 
mile checks. To obtain accurate figures a competent 
navigator was included in the team so that the instruments 
could be read accurately and the necessary calculations 
made quickly. 

So much for test methods. The first car to be tested was 
the Triumph Mayflower; it was not specially prepared for 

these tests and the particular car is in 

general use. It is, perhaps, maintained 

at a standard rather above the average.

level floor at Stratford-on-Avon—and checking the tyres, 
oil and water, we set off for the Cotswolds. ¢ weather 
was cold but the air temperature was a few degrees above 
freezing point and the road surface was gocd, although there 
were a few ice patches in the sheltered spots. The car pulled 
well and seemed to be quite happy on low octane petrol. 
However, we had nt yet arrived at the main part of the 
course, where the going is tough. 

There was just a slight trace of pinking, enough to show 
that the ignition was sufficiently well advanced for this 
engine on this low grade fuel. 

On the first hill the car pulled well but there was a 
considerable amount of pinking as the gradient became 
steeper, and some was noticed when the car was running

in second gear (it has a three-speed box). In this hilly 
country test the gear changing was purposely left very late 
on the first run up each of the steep hills in order to check 
the amount of pinking. In normal use a driver would change 
down at a much earlier point. For some of the steep hills 
first gear was required, yet there was always plenty of power 
available. Generally the engine was smooth and although it 
could be made to pink if changing down was left to the 
last moment, it could also be driven in a very satisfactory 
manner on this fuel. 

On the main road route, which is particularly easy running 
for any car, the Mayflower performed well and very little 
pinking was noticed. The road makes little demand on 
either engine or chassis and the car could be cruised at the

required average speed for the whole distance. The speed 
variations necessary are only those required to make up for 
the slight loss of time caused by a reduction of speed through 
one or two built-up areas. The chief complaint about the 
car when it is driven at constant speed under these con- 
ditions is lack of support for the driver’s right foot, as the 
throttle pedal is some distance from the side of the body. 

After these two tests the ignition was re-set as shown in 
Table V (left) and tests were repeated using first-grade fuel. 
On the initial run to the start of the test circuit there was 
very little difference noticed in the feel of the car. It was 
slightly smoother perhaps, but it is doubtful whether this 
would have been noticed if the driver had not known that 
a change of fuel had been made. However, as soon as the 
first test hill was tackled the effect of the fuel was noticed; 
the car did not pink. Even when it was allowed to slog 
at low speed and full throttle there was still no sign of 
pinking. This resulted in a reduction in the fuel consump- 
tion for the hilly country section—33.2 m.p.g. compared with 
29.8 m.p.g. for second grade fuel; in other words a saving 
of 11.7 per cent, enough more than to offset the increase 
in the price paid for fuel. As the requirements of the engine 
are satisfied by the ordinary grade of fuel on main roads 
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there was no marked difference in the consumption in these 
conditions when the engine was running on first-grade fuel. 
The figures are 39 m.p.g. for second grade and 40 m.p.g. for 
first grade. Here the reduction is a little over 24 per cent— 
not enough to cover the extra cost of the fuel. When the 
car was tuned for first-grade fuel a main jet one size smaller 
than standard was fitted to the carburettor, and this perhaps 
accounted for the slight decrease in performance on the 
acceleration tests.

The next car to be put through its paces was the Vauxhall 
Velox; this car had covered 5,900 miles before the start of 
the test and, like the Mayflower, it had not been specially 
prepared for the tests. The car normally has to work for 
its living. Of course the engine was checked over to make 
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The Vauxhall Velox has a modern overhead valve engine 

designed to suit the requirements of a six-seater family car. 

It has a good power output yet it is very economical, 
particularly in the cruising range. 
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certain that the ignition was correctly set and that the plugs 
were clean, but it had not been decarbonized. This model 
has a reputation for being very smooth, and it performs well 
as regards both fuel economy and acceleration when running 
on second-grade fuel, and very little improvement in cither 
consumption or performance was expected. During the 
first test using low-octane fuel on the hilly country route, 

no pinking was experienced and the car proved to be both 
agile and flexible. During the t test over the same 
route using first-grade fuel very little difference in per- 
formance was noticed, and it is interesting to record that for 
both these tests the fuel consumption was identical. How- 
ever, on the main road run there was a slight improvement 
in fuel consumption when running on first-grade fuel, the 
figures being 32.1 m.p.g. for low octane and 34.2 m.p.g. for 
first-grade fuel. This represents a reduction in fuel con- 
sumption of just over 6.5 per cent; for main road operation, 
therefore, the reduction in fuel consumption would just 
about balance the increase in price paid for the fuel. 

It can be seen from the tables that the only change made 
to the engine when it was tuned for the first-grade fuel was 
to advance the ignition seven degrees, and although this 
reduced fuel consumption for main road operation it did not

improve the overall performance of the car, as can be see 
by reference to the performance figures. It can be seen 
that 10 to 30 m.p.h. in top gear was 0.8 soca 4 ones on 

first-grade fuel, while 30 to 50 m.p.h. on top gear was 1.3 
seconds slower. A similar trend of performance is shown 
on the acceleration tests from standstill through the 


gears. 
Number three on the list is the Sunbeam-Talbot. With 
this car the programme was arranged to include an extra 
set of tests with the engine fitted with a high-compression 
ratio cylinder head, and it was, therefore, necessary to 
ensure that the combustion chambers and valves of both 
heads were in a similar condition in order to obtain com- 
parative results. The total mileage covered by the car at 
the start of the test was approximately 5,000. In its standard 
form this car did pink quite considerably on second-grade 
fuel, and over the hilly course it could be made to pink very 
easily unless the gears were freely used. On the main road 
test, using low-octane fuel, only slight pinking was noticed 
unless the car accelerated hard from a very low speed in top 
gear. This, it seemed, was a car that would very definitely 
benefit from an improvement in fuel. 
The next step was to advance the ignition, change the fuel

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and see if the theory was confirmed in practice. It was. 
Running on Esso Extra and with the standard compression 
ratio, the car felt more like a steam engine than a four- 
cylinder petrol engine. It was smooth almost to the extent 
of being woolly and at no time did the engine show any sign 
of pinking. During one run up a steep test hill the change 
down point was delayed almost to the point of stalling the 
engine, but even under these conditions it could not be 
made to pink. From the driving viewpoint the extra smooth- 
ness was a definite gain on this fuel, but the comparison 
of fuel consumption figures is not quite so satisfactory, as 
with first-grade fuel the consumption in hilly country was 
24.2 m.p.g. compared with 24.8 m.p.g. on Pool. This repre- 
sents an increase in fuel consumption of just over 2.4 per 
cent, while on the main road test the consumption on first- 
grade fuel was 30.5 m.p.g. compared with 32.6 m.p.g. on 
Pool. This represents an increase of 6.45 per cent. 

On the other hand this increase in fuel consump- 
tion is offset slightly by an improvement in some of the 
acceleration figures. The smoothness of the engine did 
perhaps indicate that it would stand a somewhat higher 
compression ratio. This theory was confirmed in practice 
when, after the engine had been fitted with its new cylinder 
head and a distributor having a modified advance curve, a 
further set of tests was performed. Even at its new ratio 
(7.42 to 1 instead of 6.45 to 1) the car still did not pink. Its 
performance did, in fact, show an overall improvement as 
regards both fuel consumption and acceleration. Considered 
as a percentage, the reduction in fuel consumption on main

road running compared with that obtained on low-octane 
fuel was equal to 5.75 per cent. 

The last car in the group to be tested was the Jaguar 
Mark VII saloon. On this model alternative compression 
ratios are readily available by changing the pistons. It was, 
therefore, decided to test the car first on second-grade fuel 
and the 7 to 1 compression ratio and perform the tests on 
first-grade fuel with the compression raised to 8 to 1. The 
car had covered a greater mileage than the others used for 
test purposes, and there was well over 29,000 recorded 
at the start of the test. On second-grade fuel with the 7 to 
1 compression ratio the car performed well in every 
way. The engine was smooth and there was plenty of 
power available on demand. On the main road test on 
second-grade fuel the Jaguar was literally treated as a top- 
gear car and the whole journey of 100 miles was easily 
completed without changing gear at all except at the point 
50 miles from the start where the car was turned round in 
the road and it was necessary to reverse. After the new 
pistons had been fitted the car was driven normally for 
several hundred miles to give them a chance to free off and 
bed in. After this the car was tested using first-grade fuel. 


Differences Not Startling 


With the high-compression ratio the engine was certainly 
more lively, as shown by the performance figures; it was also 
very smooth and showed no signs of pinking. The results 
of both main road and hilly country tests show very 
little difference between the two fuels a3 regards consump- 
tion. In the hilly country test first-grade fuel gave a slightly 
better result (17.95 as compared with 17.8 for re 
while on the main road test the position was reversed and 
fuel consumption of 22.8 m.p.g. was obtained on comnt- 
grade, while the figure for first-grade fuel was 22.1 m.p.g. 

The results so far show that no startling increase in per- 
formance or reduction in consumption was recorded as a 
result of a oe > eS Se a Se. 
Generally speaking, the cars were operating 
on the better grade of fuel. To assess the overall perform- 
ance a graph has been plotted awarding marks for a gain 
or loss in consumption and a gain or loss in performance 
compared with the results obtained on first-grade fuel. 
This consists of allowing plus or minus one point for each 
0.2 m.p.g gain or loss, one point for each 0.2 second gain 
or loss on the 30 to 50 m.p.h. in top gear, and plus or minus 
one point for each 0.2 second gain or loss on the 0 to 30 
m.p.h. through the gears figure. These results are shown

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Distinctive Cars for Discerning Motorists

Insect Deflector 


"THE “bug deflector” is a device now 

very general in the U.S.A. and on 
the Continent, and it has been slow in 
arriving in Britain. The device has now 
been introduced by Aero Spares Co., 16, 
High Holborn, London, W.C.1. 

Their model, called the Flektor, is a 
panel of transparent plastic, approxi 
mately heart shaped in front view and 
curved in side view, and measuring 5}in 
wide and 5}in deep. Its strong steel 
bracket has a triangle aperture jin wide 
internally and with a clamping plate, nut 
and bolt in the bottom. It can thus be

secured to the chromium-plated spine 
found on many bonnets, the drilling of a 
hole being necessary. Alternatively, the 
triangle can be forced on over the slim 
tail of any bird or acroplane-like motf 
such as that found on Ford Prefects, or 
the whole thing can be just bolted to a 
panel. Styling considerations apart, the 
double curvature of the shield makes it 
much more strong and rigid than flat 
shields are. The device costs 10s 6d. 
The reason for a bug deflector ts 
simple. The smoother frontal lines and 
sloping windscreens of modern cars pro- 
duce a much faster air stream over the 
bonnet and screen, in which snowflakes 
and insects travel at a great pace to fetch 
up splash against the glass. A bug deflec- 
tor introduces turbulence: as the aircraft 
people say, it “spoils” the air stream

Fins are Not the Solution 


[64803.]|—I was most interested in Mr. J. P. Milford Reid’s well 
illustrated article on directional instability under cross-wind 
conditions and I should like to make some points in this 
connection. 

Mr. Reid suggests that knowledge of these phenomena is of 
recent origin; in fact, the Torschung Institut fiir Kraftfahr 
wesen und Fahryeugmotoren, under the direction of Professor 
Kamme, carried out a comprehensive programme of research 
into these problems before the last war. Dr. Porsche, also, was 
not unaware of these matters ‘Their conclusions were that 
single or double vertical fins were ineffective unless of impractical 
dimensions; in certain cases double fins actually increased insta 
bility, partly by creating rear-end lift. Good stability was 
obtained by the use of a pair of slotted fins—a sort of fin and 
rudder. 

Surely the most dangerous conditions on the road arise not 
from a sudden gust—not even the “sharp-edged gust” beloved 
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of aerodynamicists—but from passing into the lee of a building 
(particularly a bridge) or when overtaking a large vehicle to 
leeward. Under these conditions the same (positive pressure 
is instantly replaced by suction (negative pressure), a reversal 
of forces of considerable magnitude. Mr. Reid’s solution would 
result in increased drag as airflow separation is bound to occur 
in the presence of a cross-wind. Carefully positioned “ spoilers ” 
on the corner, actuated by the driver on encountering a cross 
wind, would seem to be a possible solution. Are there no 
obsolete aircraft wind-tunnels suitable for automobile testing? 

I must apologize for the delay in writing, but I have only 
recently returned from Germany where the arrival of your 
excellent journal is most welcome.

REBORING 
Honing Gives an Adequate Finish 


[64804.|—Regarding “Reboring and Lubrication” in the 
Readers’ Service (The Autocar, January 30), I had rather thought 
that the question of cylinder bore finish had been adequately 
answered by tests. 

As I recall, one of the major U.S. manufacturers determined 
several years ago that a 4 to 18 micro-inch finish was desirable 
for bores. A smoother finish than this allows scuffing through 
poor lubrication, and a rougher finish promotes ring wear before 
the bore gets smoothed out. 

Boring would rarely produce a finish much smoother than 
100 micro-inches, while the honing equipment available to most 
overhaul shops could not produce as smooth a finish as 4 micro 
inches. 

Provided laps were not used, it would seem that honing is 
in order after reboring. W. D. Crate, Jnr

MOTORISTS UNION 
Protective Body for Motorists Called For 


[64805.]}—From time to time the exploitation of motorists—as 
a distinct class—is referred to by all manner of writers in all 
manner of publications. None of these references, however, 
so far as I have personally seen, is meant to do more than 
express a lamentable situation; no one has offered a remedy 
I have given some thought to this and I think there is a 
remedy. I am thinking of a Motorists’ Union or Protective 
Association. There is no need to enumerate the many ways 
in which the car owner is made to suffer hardship; taxation is 
naturally a primary evil. The whole dismal story is well enough 
known; nor am I sufficiently misguided to suppose that anything 
can readily be done about the present brutal limits of fuel tax 
or any worse impositions that may yet be made; motorists are 
helpless under attack from all sides. 

Briefly, then, what I have in mind is the banding together 
of all car owners as a union of self-protective association, 
as may be appropriate. As I see it, the present functions of the 
A.A. and R.A.C. make these bodies ineffectual and they are 
probably unlikely to make such extension of services as would 
be necessary. In any case an independent organization might 
well operate to better advantage and if such an organization 
could be formed, with qualified technical and advisory staff, 
its primary function would be to check and examine exorbitant 
charges, take appropriate action on behalf of members, list 
and publish a guide indicating approved garages, and also, 
again within legal rights, issue a black list in due time

YELLOW LIGHTING 
Why Reduce the Power of the Head Lamps ? 


[64806.|—I wonder if the expression of opinion on sodium 
lighting and yellow head-lamp bulbs by Mr. I. J. Penrice reflects 
the official policy of the Standard Motor company? 

Car lamps are to see with, and should produce the maximum 
amount of light consistent with reasonable current consumption 
Fitting a yellow bulb—or indeed any other kind of filter—can 
only result in loss of light transmission, which means lower 
driving speed. The original amount of light could be restored 
by increasing bulb wattage, but in these days of increased ele 
trical loading of the vehicle in general, this might lead to the 
necessity for larger output dynamos and greater capacity batteries 
—which means more weight to be carried. 

Mr. Penrice should ask the opinion of his firm's designers or 
chief buyer if they would agree to the increased weight or cost 
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While a yellow light does re n reduced back reflections in 
conditions of slight ground mist (again because output intensity 
is reduced), in conditions of heavier mist and fog there is little 
to choose between yellow and white light 

If the yellow light used in France is the acme of vehicle 
lighting, as Mr. Penrice believes, does it not seem strange that 
France is the only country in the world to have discovered this 
and why was it not adopted at the Geneva Convention when 
vehicle lighting all over the world was discussed? 

As for road lighting, shadows surely are a function of how 
and where the lighting points are installed; examples can be 
brought to mind of exceptionally good shadow-free mercury 
vapour installations. The absence of shadows depends on the 
technique employed rather than the colour of light

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THE LIMIT 
How Accurate are the Police 


(64811.|—We are all painfully familiar with cases of motorists 
who exceed the speed limit in built-up areas, and of the evidence 
given by the police in support thereof, which is, generally 
peaking, fairly given but with one exception. The police wit- 
nesses all conclude by saying, “ My speedometer was afterwards 
checked and proved to be correct 

Defending a case of this nature at a police court recently, 
I asked the police witness to explain how his speedometer was 
tested, He replied to the effect that he drove over a measured 
mile against a stop-watch, and covered it in two minutes; a 
similar check for 40 m.p.h. was also taken 

In addressing the magistrates, I suggested that the only fair 
check was by an electric speedometer and that doubtless they 
(the Bench) were regular readers of The Autocar and saw the 
Road Tests which appeared regularly. I quoted from the issue 
of March 13 the speedometer corrections you gave for a new 
Standard Vanguard. I suggested that possibly one speedometer 
in a thousand is accurate throughout its range, and it was an 
amazing fact that the speedometers of the police were always 
accurate. In the absence of the defendant I was obliged to 
plead guilty, and there was therefore a fine and endorsement; 
nevertheless the magistrate and, I think, my brother advocates 
were rather struck with this new line of approach. 

I shall be very glad to hear the opinion of other motorists 
and police officers who are readers of The Autocar. With your 
great influence and circulation you may be able to persuade 
the police authorities to adopt a more convincing test.

TURN OF THE CENTURY 
_ Further Light Thrown on the Farman-engined Humber 


{64812.|—The suggestion in the letter [64761] that, in 1909, 
Humbers of Coventry were negotiating for the building of 
Farman aircraft does not appear to have much foundation. In 
1909 only Henry Farman was building aeroplanes, his brother 
Maurice devoting all his time to the car business. In June 1907, 
Henry Farman, then trading as “Farman Fréres, auto- 
mobilistes,” placed an order with Voisin for a flying machine 
fitted with an Antoinette engine. One of the peculiar con- 
ditions was that the machine should make a straight flight of 
one kilometre, otherwise Farman would pay nothing. Up to 
that time nobody had flown 1,000 metres. Charles Voisin had 
made a hop of 80 metres, Leon Delagrange had increased this 
to 300 metres and earlier still Santos Dumont had covered 200 
metres on a machine of his own construction. 

Here the valuable assistance of the motor vehicle to flying was 
revealed. Henry Farman, son of the Paris correspondent of 
The Morning Post. had been encouraged by his father to take 
up cycling. He and his brother Maurice became champion 
tandem riders. Then they established themselves as car agents 
for Renault, Panhard and Delaunay-Belleville and, in this capa 
city, took part in a number of early road races. It was excellent 
training for flying. Henry Farman was essentially British in his 
persistent, dogged determination. For weeks he ran around the 
aerodrome, making himself acquainted with the handling of his 
new machine, modifying and tuning his engine to get the last 
ounce of power ou of it. There were no instructors and, as 
Gabriel Voisin remarked to me, with his refreshing frankness, 
“TI don’t fly; it gives me the jitters.” 

On January 13, 1908, Farman won the £2,000 Deutsch 
Archdeacon prize by flying a kilometre in a closed circuit. In 
reality the distance was much greater, for he had to pass around 
two posts placed in the ground 500 metres apart. For this 
exploit Farman abolished the radiator, for he considered that 
there would be enough water in the circulating system to last 
the minute-and-a-half he would remain in the air. He proved 
that the Voisin was a practical flying machine, he taught himself 
to fly it, and he was the first Britisher to fly. This claim has 
been disputed in certain quarters, but Henry Farman was a 
British citizen and did not acquire French nationality until 
several years later. 

In 1909 Henry Farman broke his connection with Voisin 
and established himself as an acroplane manufacturer at Mour- 
melon. It was not until the 20s that he added engines, under 
the management of the late Charles Waseige, and produced a 
high-grade car. The business was nation: alized under the Blum 
government .

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PETROL FUMES 
Higher Viscosity Oil in the Dashpots 


{64813.]—I am very diffident about writing this letter, as it 
savours somewhat of attempting to teach one’s grandmother 
(in this case, The Autocar) to suck eggs. On the Readers’ 
Service page in the issue of March 20 there is an enquiry 
from “K. F. S.” concerning a smell of petrol when the throttle 
pedal is firmly depressed. 

I have had a similar experience, having just fitted twin S.U. 
oil-damped instruments to my M.G., the carburettors being 
liin choke, and valves and ports, and so on, having been 
enlarged. Initially, we filled the dashpot dampers with a thin oil, 
and the car performed most satisfactorily, save for the fact 
that there was this intense and somewhat frightening smell 
of first-grade petrol as soon as the engine was made to do 
any really hard work 

A friend of mine with a Rover 75 with similar twin S.U. 
carburettor layout suggested that I substitute S.A.E. 20 oil for 
the very thin oil formerly used. This was done, and while 
performance was not in any way altered, the smell! vanished 
And, in addition, it would appear that, from cold, the engine runs 
slightly richer, and with less tendency to spit back if the throttle 
is suddenly snapped open. On fully warming up, as mentioned 
before, performance is as with the oil formerly used 

I believe I am correct in assuming that the Singer Roadster 
uses twin Solex carburettors, and that accelerator pumps are 
fitted to these instruments. Would it not be possible that 
some adjustment of this device might mitigate, if not overcome, 
the trouble? 

If there is a balance pipe fitted between the two Solex down- 
draught instruments, it is possible that a slight leak might 
occur from this; my older M.G. was guilty of a strong aroma 
of Pool when a core plug at one end of the carburettor balance 
pipe became loose and leaky. 

As “K. F. S.’” Singer is presumably quite a new car, wear 
on the throttle spindles, which I have found can cause a 
smell (on an old Singer Le Mans with twin Solex), is seemingly 
ruled out.
